Terrorists Attack 
Base in Thailand 


BANGKOK (AP) - Terror- 


ists invaded the base in Thai- 
land for B52 operations in the 
Indochina war early today and 
slightly damaged two of the big 
American bombers, the Thai 
government announced. 


Informed sources in Saigon 


said there was no curtailment 
of B52 raids on North Vietnam- 
ese positions and supply routes 
in Laos and Cambodia as a re- 
sult of the attack. "B52 oper- 
ations are normal today," said 
the U.S. Command. 


U.S. officials in Bangkok and 


Saigon refused to discuss the 
attack. But the Thai govern- 
ment said at least three terror- 
ists slipped into the huge Thai- 
American base at Utapao, on 


the Gulf of Thailand 90 mites 
southeast of Bangkok, and put 
explosive charges under some 
of the parked bombers.

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 


Fifty high school students have 
banded together here to work 
for voter approval of a school 
tax measure which has become 
embroiled in an antibusing dis- 
pute. Busing isn't involved in 
their effort, they say, schools 
are. 


The core of a loosely knit or- 


ganization called KOSO-Keep 
Our Schools Open—the group is 
dedicated to passage of a once- 
routine annual mill levy which 
will provide about one-third of 
the Oklahoma City School Dis- 
trict's budget for the current 
academic year. 


"Most of the parents are 


looking to us," one member of 
KOSOsaid. 


"They have a super organ- 


ization being developed 
(to 


back the levy), but by the time 
they get organized the election 
will be over. 


"It's the way of adults." 
Antibusing leaders seized on 


the millage election last year 
as a means of showing dis- 
approval of federally ordered 
busing of students to achieve 
racial balance in Oklahoma 
Qty. 


The levy was approved, but 


with antibusing forces active 
there was a strong showing 
against it in an election which 
drew a heavy turnout of voters. 


The youngsters fear that with 


a year to fully organize against 
the levy, antibusing 
forces 


might be able to bring about 
defeat of the millage. 


Leaders of the fight against 


the levy contend a strong show- 
ing of disapproval would con- 
vince the federal courts to back 
away from the busing order. 


The youngsters fear defeat 


would mean a shutdown of the 
schools or severe cutbacks in 
areas other than busing. They 
say appeals to the school 
board, the city council, the 
mayor and the governor to take 
a strong stand for the levy 


have gone unheeded. 


"We realize the opposition is 


organized now," said young 
Mark Shanker, a senior at John 
Marshall High School. "And 
they got 45 per cent against the 
millage when they weren't or- 
ganized." 


The youngsters already have 


representatives involved from 
all 10 high schools in the dis- 
trict. 


They plan to canvass door-to- 


door, conduct telephone cam- 
paigns, provide free trans- 
portation to the polls and get 
involved in as many debates on 
radio and television as possible. 


Their campaign will end just 


before the Jan. 25 vote with a 
giant parent-student march and 
raQy.

I 
cannot understand how it could 
have spread so quickly unless it 
started in two or three places 
simultaneously." 


One officer of the Hong Kong 


fire service also commented 
that the spread of the fire 
through the ship's 11 decks was 
"surprisingly, 
phenomenally 


fast." 


Investigating authorities said 


they had not ruled out the pos- 
sibility of arson. 


The fire-blackened bulk lay 


on the bottom in 50 feet of wa- 
ter, gray smoke still pouring 
up. 


"When it keeled over it was 


possible to see right through 
the vessel, from the top right 
down to the keel, because all 11 
decks had collapsed," Gordon 
Milward of the Marine Depart- 
ment said. 


"The possibility that it was 


deliberately started is purely 


conjecture but everything has 
to be considered," he com- 
mented. "It could have hap- 
pened for any of a thousand dif- 
ferent reasons."

Carson was only the fourth 


head coach in Tech's 00-year 
football history.

Graves 
was an assistant under Bobby 
Dodd when Dodd was head 
coach at Tech. 


Other names 
also tossed 


about include Iowa State Coach

Much of the early speculation 


has centered on Broyles, a two- 
time 
All-Southern

ence football and basketball 
player during his student days 
at Tech in the mid-1040s.

Broyles has spent the past 14 


seasons at Arkansas, posting a 
112-37-2 record. His 1072 outfit 
is expected to be one of his best 
with most of the players who 
compiled an 0-3-1 chart last 
year returning. 


The Arkansas coach report- 


edly has declined to return 
calls from Atlanta newsmen. 
He has been in Florida attend- 
ing the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association's annual meet- 
ing.

Broyles Sunday as saying Tech 
has not contacted him.

Americans Smoke Despite 
Many Hazards to Health

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rec- 


ognizing that Americans contin- 
ue to smoke despite the higher 
risk of cancer, heart attacks 
and lung diseases, the U.S. sur- 
geon general said today that 
new efforts must be encouraged 
to develop safer cigarettes. 


And the health hatard may 


not be limited to smokers, the 
Public Health Service said in a 
226-page report to Congress. 


Nonsmokers in a smoke-filled 


room may be exposed to car- 
bon monoxide levels exceeding 
some local air-pollution limits, 
the report said, and especially 
threatening to persons already 
suffering from chronic broncho- 
pulmonary and coronary dis- 
eases. 
"We must continue to encour- 


age cessation as the only cer- 
tain way to protect both the in- 
dividual and society from the 


harmful effects of smoking," 
Surgeon General Jesse L. Stein- 
feld said. 


"We must also, 
however, 


work towards reducing the dan- 
gers of smoking for those who 
have not quit by developing 
less-hazardous 
cigarettes and 


encouraging 
less-hazardous 


ways of smoking," he added. 


The report, the fifth in a 


series since the first 1964 sur- 
geon general's report linked 
cigarette smoking to disease 
and premature death, recom- 
mended that primary emphasis 
in developing a safer cigarette 
be aimed at reduction of car- 
bon monoxide, nicotine and tar. 


Sen. Frank Moss immediately 


announced that his Senate Com- 
merce subcommittee will hold 
hearings Feb. 1, 3 and 10 to 
consider legislation setting tar 
and nicotine limits. 


Health Secretary Elliot L. 


Richardson, in a letter accom- 


panying the new smoking re- 
port, told Congress his depart- 
ment supports regulatory ef- 
forts by the Federal Trade 
Commission to require health 
warnings in cigarette advertis- 
ing along with listings of each 
brand's tar and nicotine con- 
tent. Printed health warnings 
now are required on cigarette 
packages. 


"Should these efforts 
fail, 


however, we would return to 
our previous recommendations 
that this should be accom- 
panied through legislative ac- 
tion," he said. 


The report said carbon mon- 


oxide, nicotine and tar are 
"most likely to contribute to 
the health hazards of smok- 
ing." Removal of six other sub- 
stances described as probable 
contributors should be given 
second priority, it said, before 
efforts are made to reduce sev- 
eral other compounds consid- 
ered suspected contributors.

Lower Tax Rates 
For Single Persons 


By RAY DE CRANE 


A new classification has 


been made on this year's in- 
come tax returns. It is called 
"Certain married 
persons 


living apart." 


Designed to treat more 


equitably those married per- 
sons who, for reasons of 
their own, are occupying 
separate households, the new 
rules permit them to file as 
single persons instead of 
married persons filing sep- 
arate returns. 


This frees them from the 


many restrictions imposed 
on the filing of separate re- 
turns by married couples. 


As singles they have free- 


dom of choice in listing their 
deductions, instead of being 
bound to follow the same 
procedure as their spouse. 
Without regarding how the 
other is going to claim de- 
ductions, either has 
free 


choice to itemize or to claim 
the standard deduction. On 
single 
returns each 
can 


claim up to a maximum 
$1,000 capital loss deduction. 


Heretofore, each has been 


limited to a maximum $500 
loss deduction on his or her 
separate return. 


In 
addition, 
lower 
tax 


rates apply to single tax- 
payers this year than to 
married persons filing sepa- 
rate returns. 


Here are the requirements 


that must be met before a 
married person can file as 
single: 


1 
The person so 
filing 


maintained as his home for 
more than half of 1971 the 
principal living quarters of a 
son. 
daughter, stepson 
or

2 The taxpayer filing in 


this fashion must pay more

tained the home for the en-

When no 
such spouse survives, upon 
Poet Succumbs 
at Age 60 


LO ALTO, Calif. (AP) — 
Kenneth Patchen, whose prolif- 
ic poetry for the past 35 years 
has soared from satire to lyr- 
icism, is dead at 60. 


The poet died Saturday at his 


small home here of a heart at- 
tack. His widow said he had 
been in almost constant pain 
for the past 13 years with a 
back ailment. 


A native of Niks, Ohio, 


Patchen attended the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, then began 
wanderings which took him to 
Boston, where he met Miriam 
Oikemus whom he married in 
1934. 


He wrote from his youth until 


shortly before his death, she 
said, when his pain became so 
great he could hardly lift a 
sheet of paper. 


"He was alive only when he 


was writing," Mrs. 
Patchen 


said. "We had no children. 
Children would have interfered 
with the poetry." 


Patchen began publishing in 


the 1930s, but his poetry be- 
came far more widely known 20 
years later when he began 
reading to jazz accompaniment 
and the sessions were recorded 
and issued on discs. 


He published many books of

Beautiful Queen of Nile 
More Powerful Than King

PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) - 


Archeologists using a computer 
to reconstruct Egyptian tem- 
ples say Nefertiti, one of the 
most beautiful queens of the 
Nile, may have been more pow- 
erful than her pnaraoh. 


"We know beyond any ques- 


tion that she was far more im- 
portant than ever 
realized," 


says Dr. Ray W. Smith, one of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
archeologists 
who conducted 


the study. 


The archeologists claim hun- 


dreds of thousands of facts di- 
gested by the computer recre- 
ated a visual picture of six lost 
years-from 1367 to 1361 B.C.- 
that no one knew existed. 


"It's only a flash in a pan in 


the life of people," said Smith, 
director of the federally fi- 
nanced project that began in 
1965 and now is winding down 
at a cost of $600,000. "But it de- 
picts a time of enormous, pow- 
erful and startling activity." 


Smith said the study provided 


evidence of Egypt's first one- 
god religion and its rituals, and 
revealed "one of the greatest 
concentrations of building that 
ever took place in such a short 
period of time in human his- 
tory."

[portedly show Nefertiti 
may 


ve been more powerful—reli- 
iously, anyway—than King Ak- 
naten. 
The history books credit Ak- 
naten with probably starting

ial practices, and he was the 


rst to be called pnaraoh. 
He is also said to have devel- 
ed a religion that concen- 
ated on one god, the sun's 


disc, possibly the first attempt 
at monotheism after the Jews. 


"Usually an Egyptian king 


considered himself an earthly 
embodiment of his personal 
diety," Smith said. "We now 
believe that Nefertitl's status 
was in the same category." 


The temple wall scenes the 


computer helped rebuild photo- 
graphically* .involved mammoth 
detective work: Finding and 
photographing the l-by-2 foot 
decorated stone blocks scat- 
tered in museums and antiquity 
storehouses around the world. 


Smith said the 35,000 stones 


comprise about IS per cent of 
the temple construction in Kar- 
nak. 


"We've been able to match 


well over 1,000 scenes," Smith 
said. "It has revealed colorful 
wall decorations, and buildings 
of startling sire. 


"We discovered that this king 


didn't build only one temple, he 
built at least thrtt. in addition 
to other public buildings. 


"And instead of it being only 


his temple, two may have been 
temples of Nefertiti which gives 
her importance in the period 
which no one ever suspected."

Flim-flamming the Ameri- 


can public was long ago re- 
fined to a high art. and we 
seem to be witnessing cur- 
rently a massive example of 
one of the neater tricks in 
the book—a version of the 
old disappearing act. 


Over the past few years, 


car owners have grown in- 
creasingly outraged over the 
inadequacies, the injustices 
and the exorbitant cost of 
auto insurance. Along came 
a new concept called "no- 
fault i n s u r a n c e , " which 
seemed to hold great prom- 
ise. So much popular sup- 
port has been generated in 
the past three or four years 
that in 1971 alone, in more 
than 30 states, "no-fault" in- 
surance was introduced or 
proposed. 


The story of how the old 


disappearing act was applied 
—and why—is interesting. 


Our present system of in- 


surance wasn't designed, or 
thought out, by anybody. It 
grew up haphazardly as a 
kind of adopted child of the 
law of torts. To oversimplify 
it a bit, as a driver you're 
not insured for something, 
but apainst something—viz.. 
having to pay a judgment. 


If you're injured in an ac- 


cident, who c o v e r s your 
medical bills, loss of income 
or other damages? No one, 
unless you can establish that 
the other driver was at fault. 
You're actually covered by 
his insurance—not yours. 
And chances are you'll have 
to go to court to prove he 
was at fault, and get a judg- 
ment against him. 


This is known as the ad- 


versary system, and people 
who've been supporting an- 
other system—no-fault in- 
surance—cite several rea- 
sons why it s h o u l d be 
junked: 


• Accident victims get a 


small share of the insurance 
money. A study by the Fed- 
eral Judicial Center of some 
220,000 suits filed in one 
year showed accident victims 
received about $700 million 
as their share, while trial 
lawyers got about $600 mil- 
lion in fees, plus another 
$100 million as reimbursed 
expenses. 


• The study covered 
513,098 a c c i d e n t victims, 
killed or injured. More than 
half—280,015—got nothing, 
because (a) they were "at 
fault," or (b) there was no 
one to sue. (Who pays the 
bills when it's a hit-and-run 
driver, never caught? When 
the other driver is not in- 
sured and not worth suing?) 


• In more than half the 


states, insurance industry 


SNORT RIBS 


figures show. 20 per cent or 
niore of the drivers are not 
insured. Since you're actu- 
ally covered by the o t h e r 
driver's insurance . . . well, 
you'll very o f t e n have to 
bear your losses without help 
from insurance. 


There's a mile-long list of 


other figures indicating that 
the adversary system does 
not adequately compensate 
the victims: that it's enor- 
mously costly (reflected in 
the premiums you pay as a 
driver): and so unlove'd that 
even the big insurance com- 
panies want to get rid of it. 
The American Insurance As- 
sociation is a p i o n e e r in 
the effort to get the idea of 
no-fault insurance across. 


No-fault m e a n s simply 


that any a c c i d e n t victim, 
without r e g a r d for whom 
was "at fault,'.' is compen- 
sated for medical expenses, 
lost income, disability and 
other economic losses, up to 
certain limits. Lawsuits are 
out, except to settle large 
"catastrophic" losses. 


In the legislative sessions 


ended last year, no-fault bills 
were under consideration in 
more than 30 states. How 
many today have genuine no- 
fault plans? Two. O t h e r s 
have so-called no-fault plans, 
which aren't—one version of 
how you can make some- 
thing disappear. If the peo- 
ple demand butter, pass a 
law giving them butter . . . 
but in the fine print, define 
what they're getting as mud. 


Another column deals with 
the disappearing-act trick, 
and what you can do about 
it.

Organic Foods Cause Confusion

Dear Ur. Lamb—What do 


you think of the increasingly 
popular "organic f o o d s?" 
Can one be assured that they 
are grown without chemical 
fertilizers'.' 


Dear Reader—Like many 


people from rural America, 
or almost anyone raised be- 
fore World War II, I grew up 
on organic food. Every farm 
boy did. I've hauled manure, 
not in little pails but by the 
wagonload. It was custom 
ary for people to grow all 
their own food and can it. 
The cellar was the winter 
storehouse tor w h a t you 
raised in the summer. Like 
all small all-purpose farms 
even the livestock were fed 
on organic food — c r o p s 
raised the natural way We 
even picked potato bugs off 
the vine by hand 
So I am 


amused by the new fad of 
organic foods I wish I could 
have shared some of that or- 
ganic experience when I was 


a boy with some of today's 
enthusiasts. 


I have also raised lots of 


food using chemical 
ferti- 


lizer. There is nothing wrong 
with it. Nitrogen is good for 
the soil that needs it, wheth- 
er it comes in a bag in pow- 
dered form, in the manure 
wagon or is put in the soil 
by legumes (bean family), 
plants t h a t take nitrogen 
from the air. Nitrogen, after 
all, is nitrogen, The same 
can be said about a lot of 
other chemicals used to build 
up the soil. 


There is no doubt that good 


soil raises good plants That 
is just common sense. Any 
g o o d farmer can tell you 
that. That is part of what 
makes the difference in up- 
land and bottomland. 


On the whole 1 think the 


organic food movement is a 
healthy one. I am not con- 
fused by some of the unscien- 
tific claims sometimes made 
though and know that, as 
stated, nitrogen is nitrogen 
In fact, some chemicals that 


are not found in manure are 
needed for particular soil 
problems. 


Although many people in- 


clude the question of using 
insecticides in organic gar- 
dening — as a purist on the 
use of the words, I object 
to that wordingrmvhether in- 
secticides are good or bad. 
I suspect that insecticides do 
little h a r m if the food is 
properly washed and pre- 
pared before use, although 
they can cause other prob- 
lems in environment. 


The difference in the taste 


in a lot of "organic foods" is 
related to the difference in 
when the food is harvested. 
I suspect that a lot of people 
don't know the difference be- 
tween a watermelon ripened 
on the vine and one shipped 
half green to the store. Most 
of the food in supermarkets 
is picked before it is ripened 
by nature. And that has very 
little to do with whether you 
hauled manure or fertilized 
by chemicals 


Incidentally, as far 
as 


health goes, despite "organic- 
gardening" which was all 
t h a t was available a few 
\ears back, all those people 
eating organic foods regular- 
ly got sick and had health 
problems not different from 
those that we contend with 
t o d a y . O n l y antibiotics 
weren't available in earlier 
days and a lot of other fltem- 
icals that have saved a lot 
of lives. 


1 strongly support people 


raising their own food and 
think it is good clean fun. It 
is a wonderful hobby. But as 
a scientist I'll have to stop 
there and realize that some 
enthusiasts are 
overselling 


the idea with wild, unscien- 
tific claims.
